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Reusing content under Creative 
Commons licenses 

- Creative Commons licenses not only allow copying and 
sharing of licensed works. They also allow to create new 
works from them. 

- When we reuse one or more works under Creative 
Commons licenses to create a new work, we must pay 
attention to the compatibility between the licenses. 

- We must also pay attention to whether the new work we 
are creating is a derivative work (that is, an adaptation or 
remix) or is a collection. 



Creative Commons licenses and 
derivative works 

- Derivative works, also known as adaptations and, in 
certain cases, as remixes, are works that adapt, translate 
or modify in a creative way one or more previously 
existing works. 

- Some typical examples of derivative works are: 

Theatrical adaptation of a novel 
The translation of a book 
The remix version of a song 
A collage based on one or more images 



Creative Commons licenses and 
derivative works 

- When we create a derivative work, we have the copyright on 
the creative contributions we make, and we can apply a 
Creative Commons license to these contributions. 

- However, the previously existing works that we use to create 
our derivative work, retain the license that their authors put 
them. 

- So a derivative work is a complex work, where the license of 
the original work coexists with the license of the creative 
contributions of the adaptation or remix. 



Creative Commons licenses and 
derivative works 

- All Creative Commons licenses allow derivative works to 
be made, but the licenses that have the ND 
(NoDerivatives) element do not allow us to publicly share 
the derivative works that we create. 

- Licenses that have the SA (ShareAlike) clause, only allow 
the derivative works to be shared under the same license 
as the original work.

Creative Commons licenses and 
collections 

- Collections are works that collect, compile or reorder 
previously existing works, without making creative 
modifications to them. 

- Some typical examples of collections are: 

An anthology of stories, poems or essays 
An album or photo book 
A playlist of videos 

A broadcast or documentary where photographs are shown 



Creative Commons licenses and 
collections 

- When we create a collection, we have the copyright on the 
arrangement of the works, as well as on other creative elements 
that we add (for example, a prologue). 

- However, the previously existing works that we arrange in our 
collection, retain the license that their authors put them. 

- So a collection is a complex work, where the licenses of the 
original works coexist with the license of the arrangement and of 
other creative elements that we add. 



Creative Commons licenses and 
collections 

- All Creative Commons licenses allow us to incorporate 
the works into collections, but when we want to include a 
work that has the NC (Noncommercial) clause in our 
collection, we must take into account that we cannot 
make a commercial use of that work, and we cannot 
license our collection under a license that allows 
commercial uses.
